Read General terms and conditions and Agriculture/Horticulture Department
terms and conditions. It is the responsibility of the exhibitor to be familiar
with and understand all terms and conditions concerning exhibition.

1. Exhibitors in Agriculture/Horticulture Department must be current
Indiana residents and all exhibits produced in the State of Indiana.
2. Entry Deadline July 1 (postmarked - not metered). Each

exhibitor may make a total of 250 entries for the $30.00 entry fee.
Exhibitors making 251 or more entries must pay another entry fee.
Each exhibitor will receive only 6-1-day passes to the Fair. Terms
and conditions in regard to the number of entries per class remain
in effect. Late entries accepted July 2-30; late processing fee, is an
additional $25.00.

3. Exhibitors must list the appropriate Dept-Section-Class number for
each entry. The correct entry form from the back of this book must
be filled out. You must list each item you plan to exhibit on the
entry form. Example: If you are entering white commercial hybrid
popcorn, you would enter on one of the lines: 112-CG-6. The 112
is the Department number for Agriculture/Horticulture, the CG
stands for the Section Name (Corn and Grain), and the 6 is the
class number for class description; (10 ears of white commercial
hybrid popcorn).

4. Exhibits may not be shown in more than one class nor may an
exhibitor make more than one entry per class (except crop art,
gladioli and dahlia color classes).

5. All grain, seed, fruits, vegetables, corn, etc. competing for
individual premiums must be grown by the exhibitor in the
year 2005 or 2006, except where otherwise specified, such as
all exhibits of wheat, oats, flowers, rye, barley, hay, fruits and
vegetables which must be the current year’s growth. We
reserve the option of using a non-toxic color dye on these ex-
hibits after judging. Exhibitor must furnish satisfactory proof
that the exhibit complies with this term and condition when
required.

6. No part of any collection shall be shown for individual premiums
except in apiary classes.
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7. Due to fire safety considerations, no vehicles are permitted in the
building except emergency vehicles and those deemed necessary
by the director. As a courtesy to all exhibitors, unloading needs
to be done quickly and unloaded vehicle moved before exhibits are
arranged. All exhibits must be in place and the aisles cleared by
9 am on the day of judging (except backyard gardening, and
amateur horticulture by 10 am, gladiolus by 11 am and dahlias by

10 am).

8. The director shall have the right to remove from exhibition at any
time, any exhibit, or part thereof which is unsightly.

9. Entering or ribboning in a section or class does not guarantee the

item will be displayed after judging. The final decision is that of the
Director or appointed representative.

10. Ribbons must be picked up on or before Sunday, August 20.
Unclaimed ribbons will be forfeited. No ribbons will be mailed.
11. Exhibits not claimed by 12 pm Monday, August 21 will be disposed

of by the INDIANA STATE FAIR, unless prior arrangements are
made with the director.

12. In the event of conflict between general and departmental terms
and conditions, the latter will govern.

5. Trees cannot be artificially colored. Foliage and branches cannot
be wired up or artificially attached.

6. The contest has three classes: Scotch pine, other pines (red,

white, etc.) and other species (firs, Douglas fir, and spruces).
The exhibitor may enter a maximum of two trees, but they must be
in different classes.

7. Minimum handle length is six inches. Maximum handle length is
twelve inches.

A tray of fruit, including pawpaws, unless otherwise specified,
must contain five specimens; crab or small apples, plums or
persimmons must contain ten of each variety; grapes must
contain five clusters of each variety and a tray of nuts consists
of 15 specimens. Trays, which are loaned free to exhibitors, are
approximately 18” long, 11-1/2” wide and 2” deep, inside measurements.
Exhibitors competing for premiums offered to county or district
agricultural or horticultural societies must present certificates
signed by either the president or secretary of said society showing
that the exhibit has been authorized by the society.

The state is divided into two regions in the division, Region | and
Region 1.

A. Region | - All of Indiana north of the north side of the following
counties: Vigo, Clay, Owen, Morgan, Johnson, Shelby, Rush,
Fayette, and Union.

B. Region Il - All of Indiana south of the same lines.

In any class in which the variety is not specified, the exhibit
must be correctly labeled with the variety name.

A single expert Judge will be selected, and, in addition to his other
duties, he shall correct, as far as possible, any mistake in nomen-
clature made by the exhibitor.

Judging will be based on the following:

A. Condition-free from marks and blemishes........... 30%
B. Uniformity of color and size...........ccccceeeeinineeen. 30%
C. Value of varieties...........ccceeeeeeevcvvvvvrrireeeeeeeeeeee, 25%
D. Arrangement.........cocoveeiiiiiiiee e 15%
